“A rallrond officlal connected with
one of the lurger easlern systems snys
that he Is sitisfled that the roads as n
whole have not sufficlent equipment to
tiuke care of the business now In gight
and which may reasonably be expected
during the coming winter,” says an ex-
change. “In particular, he cites as evl-
dence of this the large number of
orders for new locomolives that are
plicced dully., One compilation of such
orders given In a week shows that they
amounted to nearly six hundred, of
which four hundred were freight en-
glnes,

“All parts of the counlry were repre-
gented In these orders. They have,
however, ' swiamped the locomotive
bullders, and it is next to impossible
to get an engine dellvered In anything
llke quick thme, The bullders have not
Kept up with the demands of their
trade and the railronds are hampered
thereby.

This year, although the crop of
semall graing has been large, wenther
conditions and the unwillingness of
farmers to scll their good graln have
prevented any great pressure of wheat
and oats at any point for more than a
week at a time,™”
